ON THE GROUND FLOOR. 


A very interesting tale is told 
by a return recently laid before 
Parliament. We quote from the 
return: 


The townsite of White Horse in 
the Yukon Territory comprises a 


[| number of group lots, each con- 
i|taining an area of forty acres, 


more or less. 

The patent for lot 1 in the 
above group was issued in favor 
of W. W. B. McInnes on March 3 
1900, and this lot has since been 
sub-divided into town lots. 

The patent for lot No.3 was 


| issued in favor of C. F. MolIsaac 
1on March 8, 1900, and a portion 
j| of this lot was sub-divided into 


town lots. 
The patent for lot No. 4 was 


: issued in favor of Duncan C. 
fi| Fraser on March 2, 1900, and it 
j' has all been subsequently divided 


into town lots, 

The lots in question were sold 
atthe rate of $10 an acre, that 
being the price at which lands in 
the Yukon Territory were at that 
time being disposed of. 

Atthe time these sales were 
made Mr. Mcolnnes represented 
the riding of Vancouver in the 
House of Commons; Mr. McIsaac 
sat for Antigonish, N.S., and Mr. 
Fraser for Guysboro, in the same 
province. It hardly seems neces- 
sary to add anything more,except 
that it is a good thing sometimes 
to be a member of the Houge of 
Commons.—Colonist. 
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The All Red Route Before 
Parliament. — 


Ottawa, July 9.—In the house 
this morning the ‘All Red Line’”’ 
resolution was moved by the pre- 
mier. The resolution commits 
Canada to assume her fair share 
of the necessary financial obli- 
gations, and declares that the 
colonies should with ag little de- 
lay as possible agree upon a defi- 
nite plan to be submitted to the 
imperial and colonial parliaments. 

Sir Wilfrid expressed the view 
that the establishment of thisline 
would make Canada the highway 
between Europe and the Orient. 
The competition to be met was 
via the Suez canal and via San 
Francisco. The Suez route, he 
pointed out, takes twenty-nine 
days to Australia, and by San 
Francisco it was about the same. 


ETTIMATE OF ROUTE. 


By the ‘‘All Red Route’? he 
gave this estimate: Atlantic, by 
21 knot vessels, five days; if ves- 
sels of the Mauretania type suc- 
ceed. four days; across the con- 
tinent in five days at the outside; 
on the Pacific 18 knot vessels by 
Vancouver to Auckland, N.Z., 16 
days; and to Australia 21 or 22 
days. He doubted whether this 
would be very satisfactory to 
Australia and it would therefore 
be necessary to consider a twenty 
knot service. That was again a 
problem. Therefore the govern- 
ment was merely asking for 
authority to negotiate. It did not 
propose to ask parliament to put 
service beyond peradventure. 

The premier concluded by em- 
phasizing the difficulties of the 
proposal. The idea was excellent, 
but he did not wish to give the 
house greater confidence than he 
possessed. 

The financial part of the pro- 
posals was yet to be worked out. 
So far New Zealand alone had 
made a definite proposal to give 
£100,000 annually. The problem 
was in the Pacifico, 


HISTORY OF TRANSPORTATION. 


Hon. Geo. E. Foster, who re- 
plied, went into the history of 
ocean transportation between 
Canada and the Empire. The All 
Red idea was as old, he said, as 
the colonial conference of 1893, 
even to the name which had been 
suggested by a New Zealand 
delegation. He _ oriticised the 
government for blocking a con- 
servative 20 knot service from 
Britain to Canada in 1896 and for 
its failure with the Peterson’s. He 
argued that the premier’s pro- 
posal was different from that 
which had been approved by the 
imperial conference. For one 
thing New Zealand had demand- 
edaigday service and offered 
its aid only on that basis. 

Mr. Foster insisted that the 
House should have assurance 
that the government would not 
take advantage of this resolution 
to enter into a hard and fast con- 
tract binding the country to an 
expenditure ofa million and a 
half a year for ten years. 


FINANCIAL ASPECT. 


R. L, Borden condemned the 
government for bringing the ra- 
solution down so late in the session 
He pointed out that so far the 
project had been discussed almost 
entirely from the point of view of 
the mail and passenger service. 
After all, however, it must be 
remembered that cargo was an 
improtant element in transporta- 
tion. He derlt with the financial 
aspeet and recalled the burden 
resting on Canada of $190,000,000 
for the National Transcontinental 
as well the necessity of develop- 
ing our own ports and internal 
waterways. In view of . these 
burdens we should be careful 
how we commit ourselves to 
further expenditure.

The Town Council. 


At the Council meeting, Thursday, 
all the members of the Council were 
present, the Mayor presiding. Mr.W. 
Allan was secretary, and Mr. Greene, 
solicitor, was also present. 

COURT OF REVISION. 

The Council formed into a Court of 
Revision, when J. R. Cowell’s appeal 
against the assessment of lot 5, block 
D, plan K, was allowed and the front- 
age reduced from 50 feet to 35 feet. 
Margaret Fowler's appeal against the 
assessment of lots 12, 18, 14 and 15, 
block B, plan K, was not allowed. The 
Council resumed in regular session 
again, 

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Auditor Blythe wrote that he would 
be down about the 20th. 

C. O. Lott, agent_of the C. & E. 
Railway townsites at Calgary, wrote 


somewhat exhaustively regarding the 
road across the southeast quarter of 
section 17, west of the railway pro- 
perty.: He objected to a permanent 
road in the present location, but was 
not averse to the present road being 
used until the property was subdivided. 
He suggested a yearly lease, but the 
Mayor and Council thought that hard- 
ly necessary. They would try and put 
the road in good shape. 


Mr. W. L. Walsh, K. C., Calgary, 
wrote that he would be up next’ week 
to discuss with the Mayor the question 
of machinery in the mill. ‘~ 

There were several enquiries from 
brokers re. debentures. 

The Sun Life wrote, enclosing the 
opinion of Alex. Bruce,K.C., Toronto, 
an eminent municipal law authority, 
which expressed some sympathy with 
the one objection raised by the Sun 
Life’slegal adviser, but gave no definite 
opinion, and did not sustain the other 
objection. In view of Mr. Bruce's 
hesitancy the Sun Life would not take 
the debentures as they were drawn. 

Mr. Greene pointed out when the 
matter came up in the consideration 
of the Commissioner's report that 
Loughheed & Co., Calgary,had agreed 
with him that the by-laws were valid, 
and that only one objection now re- 
mained, viz., the rate of interest being 
specified at 5 per cent, when the de- 
bentures were sold at a discount to 
yield 63 per cent. As Mr. Bruce indi- 
cated, there were lots of other by-laws 
in the same shape. Mr. Greene could 
find no judicial decisions to sustain the 
objection of the Sun Life legal adviser. 

It was finally decided that the de- 
bentures now on sale with the Sun Life 
Assurance Co. be withdriwn from 
sale, and that the Commissioners pre- 
pare a new set of by-laws and submit 
the same for a re-vote. This was in 
accordance with the Mayor's recom- 
mendation as being the quickest, and, 
in the end, the cheapest, way out of 
the difficulty. 

COMMISSIONER'S REPORT, 

The Mayor submitted his report as 
Commissioner. 

The stockyards scales had been test- 
ed with the-market scales and Hew- 
son’s scales, and found practically 
correct. 

The Sun Life Assurance Company 
had declined to purchase the town 
debentures after four month’s delay, 
owing to technical objections which 
their solicitor raised, but which objec- 
tions did not invalidate the debentures, 
according to the view of the town sol- 
icitors and of Loughheed & Co., of 
Calgary. Though they might sell the 
debentures in their present form, the 
Mayor advised that new by-laws be 
drawn up and submitted to the rate- 
payers. : 

The report recommended a discount 
off the municipal taxes for prompt 
payment, and an estimate of $2111.30 
to be added to the 1908 estimates as an 
allowance for cost of collection, abate- 
ment and losses, This would amount 
to 1} mills on the assessment. 

The Mayor explained that the. dis- 
count proposed for prompt payment of 
taxes would be 10 per cent. on muni- 
cipal taxes, which would leave the net 
taxes 23 mills, There would be no dis- 
count on school taxes, 

Councillor Botterill did not like the 
idea of having such a high nominal 
rate as 244, even though the real rate 
was 23. It was rather a hard year to 
start with the discount. 

Councillor McKee knew that last 
year taxpayers left off payment of 
taxes to the last moment, becanse 
there was no discount for prompt 
payment. 

The Mayor pointed out that the dis- 
count for prompt payment of the taxes 
was becoming a general rule, and that 
the town would gain in the saving of 
interest. 

The revised estimates submitted in 
the report showed that $17,283.35 was 
required for general municipal pur- 


poses, $11,858.82 by the Red Deer|}} 


School Board, and $7925.89 for deben- 
ture coupons. The total amount of 
property liable for municipal taxes 
was $1,407,535 and for school taxes 


$1,871,870, of which $1,479,585 was || 


within the town. This would require 
a tax rate of 244 mills, viz.: 124 mills 
for the general rate, 5§ mills for deben- 
tures, and 6} for school purposes. The 
surplus would be $319.12. In_ this 
estimate, however, was included the 
$2111.80 for the discount for prompt 
payment of municipal taxes, which 
amounted to 1}, mills, and which would 
be saved by those making prompt 
payment. % 

Mr. J. R. Cowell had complained of 
bathing at the mouth of Waskasoo 
Creek adjoining his property as a 
nuisance. The report thought it might 
be well to have a by-law prepared 
making the wearing of bathing clothes 
compulsory within the town. 

Councillor McKee and Gaetz had not 
much idea of stopping the boys bath- 
ing. Councillor Tallman spoke of the 
benefit to the boys of the swimming 
place in the creek up his way. 

The Commissioner’s report was 
adopted,

And the 
government—Mr. Findlay, the 
minister to whose care had been 
entrusted the agricultural inter- 
ests of the province, responded 
by sending a verbal message 
through Mr. Moure. Mr. Puffer 
used the occasion to boost the 
government for everything that 
did not directly concern the beef 
industry. He was the man to in- 
ject the ‘‘poultry fattening’’ bus- 
iness into the discussions of the 
ranchers’ association. Mr.Breedin 
boosted the advantages of his own 
district. Mr. Moore said the nice 
things about the speakers and 
agreed with some of the things 
said by the speakers, but not a 
member came fortified with a 
recommedation for the good of 
the industry, or a single sugges- 
tion of constructive policy on the 
part of the government. The ran- 
chers had accorded the govern- 
ment the privilege of taking up 
and solving the vexed questions 
that were driving men out of the 
province, in any way itcould de- 
vise.

Again the buyers from Thicago 
were invited, the commission men 
of Canada, Dr. Rutherford Do- 
minion Live Stock Commissiones 
and the several cities of Great 
Britain which import our Can- 
adian Beef were asked to send 
some representative to the coun- 
try where they grow the beef 
to confer with the ranchers. The 
city of Manchester replied that 
they had a Canadian representa- 
tive whorn they would instruct to 
attend the convention. He wrote 
requesting that a steriopticon and 
hall be provided, for his address, 
which was done. Senator Talbot 
belonging to this district was also 
invited to speak. The programs 
were printed. Just before the 
convention was to assemble a 
telegram came from Dr. Ruther- 
ford saying he could not come, 
he would send a substitute. At 
the aame time a telegram came 
from the Canadian representative 
at Toronto that he could not come. 
However Mr. Talbot was present 
and Mr. Puffer being in attend- 
ance was given a seat on the plat- 
form and at the close of the pro- 
gram invited to speak. There was 
no attempt to ‘‘sitdown on and 
effectually squelch”’ any visitor or 
member because of party affili- 
ations. Mr. Talbot had been in- 
vited to discuss the topic ‘‘What 
the Dominion government will do 
for the rancher.’’ He seemed to 
come prepared to discourage any 
effort towards independent ship- 
ping on the part of the ranchers. 
We quote ‘‘we have one great 
drawback, we are more than 
2000 miles from market which 
would make cattle dear; horses 
at $120 would cost as much as 
$200 through this long haulage, 
just as a $40 steer would cost up 
to $60.’ Again, “I have sent 
cattle from Lacombe and from 
the States to Liverpool, but I find 
that a very small percentage 
only, throughout these parts are 
fit for the Liverpool market, that 
is only about 10 per cent can be 
considered first class stuff.’? Now 
I ask, what is to be done regard- 
ing the remaining ninety per cent. 
I wish some school boy would 
figure the freight on this.’? For 
the encouragement of the steer- 
men he then recites what the 
government has done for the 
creameries; with regard to hogs; 


tlers; with regard to inspectors 

and the Beef Commission. Ndta 
syllable about what the Dom. 
Gov’t is prepared to do for the 
rancher except that he once 
heard a plan suggested which 
proved unworkable. It was cer- 
tainly a remarkable exposition of 
what the Dom. Gov’t is prepared 
to do for the rancher. In this 
connection the position of Hon. 
W.T.Finlay as recorded at the 
Innisfail meeting might be re- 
viewed. He says ‘While the 
cattle industry wasa great one 
he was not prepared to overlook 
the farmer and give preference to 
the rancher. Farming was the 
backbone of the country. Last 
year the sum spent in the cream- 
ery alone was $1,160,0U0. In the 
matter of poultry they had only 
started, but when they considered 
that over half a million dollars 
was spent annually in bringing 
poultry and eggs into the country 
surely the matter needed consid- 
eration and should be helped. He 
did not run down the cattle in- 
terests. They were worthy of 
every assisiance, and when the 
report of the commissian was re- 
ceived some action would be 
taken.’’ Now it will be seen that 
the Government representatives 
have insisted upon injecting the 
poultry question into the dis- 
cussions of beef men. It would 
be quite as appropriate io fill the 
time at a grain conventicn with 
talk of quality and weight of 
cattle, blsckleg and mange. It 
would be surprising if one who 
has the saving grace of humor so 
largely developed as Mr. Root, 
did not ridicule having the time 
of the stockmens’ meetings con- 
sumed in boosting the govern- 
ment for the very small showing 
it has made in the poultry busi- 
ness. As Mr. Root’s fiscal policy 
has no connection with ‘‘the be- 
littling of rooster fattening’’ we 
will consider that in another col- 
umn. 

What ever knocking Mr. Root 
was guilty of was so insignificant 
that it was not recorded in the 
official journal, not out of con- 
sideration for the feelings of the 
government as the report of the 
meeting shows that the govern- 
ment was severely criticized by 
others on that occasion. So that 
the animus of the whole discus- 
sion is based on the fact that Mr. 
Root is the Conservative candi- 
date and he must be discredited 
even if the Stock Growers have 
to be punished to do it. Ags the 
market question is just as grave, 
just as far from government help 
and just as necessary as it was a 
year ago, we still contend that 


the Advocste could better employ 
its space in giving hearty sup- 
port to Mr. Root’s efforts to 
secure the removal of the tariff in 
the U. S. and the embargo in 
Great Britain than to upholding 
the introduction of poultry fatten- 
ing by the government at the 
wrong time and place. Mr. Root 
thinks it is time the Government 
did something for the beef indus- 
try and so do we. 


THE PROGRAMME. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier has stated 
to the House the programme for 
the remainder of the session 
which is expect to come to an end 
in a few days now.

Price of Beef.: 


Cattle men are anxiously 
watching the beef market with 


the hope that better prices will be]. 


the order of the day in the near 
future. The Winnipeg Telegram 
says: 

If the result of the action of the 
Beef Trust in raising the prices 
upon the English market, is to 
operate for the removal of the 
embargo upon Canadian cattle, it 
will be another instance of a great 
evil turning to a great good. 

The embargo was established 
while Sir Charles Tupper was 
Canadian High Commissioner. 
The pretence was that cattle 
coming from this country were 
diseased, and by a regulation of 
the British Board of Agriculture, 
they have to be slaughtered at 
the port of arrival. The vigorous 
protest made at the time the 
embargo was first put on by Sir 
Charles Tupper, disclosed the fact 
that it was really a protection for 
the British cattle breeder, and 
that there was no disease amongst 
the Canadian herds such as would 
warrant the quarantine. ‘To pro- 
tect against the United States 
herds which undoubtedly were 
diseased, a rigorous border quar- 
antine was established by the 
Canadian government, but it was 
still made a pretext that there was 


danger of infecting the British 
one : it is done indirectly, through a] 


herds. 

The people of Isngland who find 
their beef is getting verv expen- 
sive are not any worse off, how- 

ever, than the people on this side 


-|of the water. During the last five 


months there has been an advance 
in the New York local prices of 
from three to six cents per pound. 
This is explained by one of the 
large dealers there to be due to 
the fact that the farmers in the 
Western States were frightened 
by the bad times last fall and sold 
off their stock instead of keeping 
it over to be grain fed, and it is 
claimed that towards this autumn 
the prices will again gradually 
lower as the new stock comes into 
the market. 

Whatever the cause, there is no 
doubt that the majority of people 
who have to buy meat do not 
understand the reason for the 
difference between the fancy 
prices they are asked, and the 
paltry price paid to the producer. 
The agitation in England may 
‘have the further result in bring- 
ing about an official enquiry by | ¥ 
the home government into the 
whole beef question. If it does, 
there will be a possibility of arriv- 
ing at the real seat of the trouble 
assuch an investigation would 
necessarily have to cover prac- 
tically the whole source of pro- 
duction, Canada and the United 
States as well, and it would afford 
an opportunity for an analysis 
showing what each of the ele- 
ments of ‘expense consist of, the 
production, transpcrtation, hand- 
ling, slaughtering and selling. 
There is one thing certain, if 
prices continue to soar, meat, as 
an article of daily food, will soon 
be out of the question for a large 
portion of the population upon 
this continent at least.

Parliament was corrupted at 
wholesale by two successive sal- 
ary grabs, rotten beyond all pre- 
cedent in Canadian history. 

The great statesmen’ who 
brought about the union of the 
provinces, who established and 
gave Canada a place among the 
nations, were content to serve in 
parliament for a sessional indem- 
nity of $600 to $1,000. 

Under the present regime of 
graft an extravagance, by secret 
and tortuous methods, this has 
been raised to $2,500 per session, 
and the cost of legislation has 
been raised to five fold what it was. 

IXven this is but half the story 
of the corruption and humiliation 
of parliament. Members of both 
houses have become as never be- 
fore, sharers of rake-offs and 
participators in the profits of 
contracts, directly or indirectly. 
Where this is not done directly

Something More. 
Than Luck Here. 


Group of Speculators Acquired 
3,000 Square Miles of Tim- 
ber Limits. 


Speaking 19th May,H.B.Ames, 
M. P., said :— 

‘“‘Within the comparatively 
short period of three and a half 
years, between 1902 and 1905, 
more than three thousand square 
miles of selected timber, that is to 
say about one-half of the entire 
area under lease in the western 
provinces fell into the hands not 
of operators, but of speculators. 
One-half of the amount, com- 
prising 25 per cent of the timber 
of the three provinces, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, was 
acquired by a group which may 
be called the Burrows-Fraser 
combination, of which the 
brother-in-law of the then minis- 
ter of the interior was the central 
figure, uncer circumstances so 
peculiar as to have excited gen- 
eral comment. 

An analysis of the holdings of 
this group shows T.A.Burrows ae 
having acquired 549 square miles. 
The Imperial Pulp Company, 417 
square miles, the Big River Lum- 
ber Company,250 square miles,A. 
W. Fraser, alias John McBean, 
250 square miles, A. W. Fraser, 
for himself, 120 square miles in 
all, 1,586 square miles of selected 
timber, only 109 square miles of | 
which are being operated, the 
remainder held, presumably for 
speculation. 

The extent of the holdings of 
this favored group may be illus- 
trated. Were these selected 
blocks, nearly 250 in numper, out 
of an area many times their size, 
placed end to end they would 
form a continuous strip of thick 
timber, one-half mile wide, 
stretching from Montreal to Win- 
nipeg, or, putting it another way, 
their combined areas would com- 
pletely cover two of our counties, 
such as the Stanstead and Brome. 

For the year ending tne 30th 
April, 1907, sworn returns fur- 
nished the department of the 
interior, show that eighty berths 
in the three provinces ageregating 
1,125 miles, furnished all the sawn 
lumber marketed during the year. 
The ex-minister of the interior 
has told us that the supply was 
ample to cover the demand. 
Hence we are justitied in con- 
cluding that 1,200 square miles of 
timber limits could easily fulfill 
the present requirements of the 
three western provinces. The 
holdings of the Burrows-Fraser 
group .therefore are more than 
sufficient to supply the entire 
demand of the western provinces 
for sawn spruce lumber. 

In the acquisition of these 
limits, under the quasi form of 
competition then followed by this 
government, the members of the 
“Inner-Circle’’have been remark- 
ably successful. T. A. Burrows, 
brother-in-law to the ex-minister 
of the interior, owned in 1901 
three limits. Between June of 1902 
and June of 1905, Mr. Burrows 
bid, directly or indirectly nineteen 
times for timber berths. He 
succeeded eighteen times. He 
failed§once.”’
